seldorf and Ruhort, in the German industrial 
area beyond the Rhine, by troops of the allies; 
Imposition by each allied country of such a tax 
upon German imports as it may deem fitting; 
The establishment of a customs boundary under 
allied control along the Rhine.

The bond of unity 
iu the first churches was not a. writ- 
ten book or books, but the fellowship 
and communion of the Holy Spirit. 


This continued so throughout the 


first century. On|l tradition was the 
method of instruction. AVhatcver was 
written during this time was occasion- 
al, fragmentary and oC only equal rank 
•with tradition. St. Paul, in his second 
letter to the church at Tbessalonicn, ex- 


horts the brethren there to "stand fast, 
and Isold the,'traditions 
which 
you 


were taught, whether by word,- or by 
epistle of ours." (^ Thess. 3:15). Again 
be . commands them, "withdraw your- 
selves from every brother tiiat ivalkntli 
disorderly, and not after the tradition 
which they received from us." ('2 Thess. 
3:(i). The epistle was then considered 
only incidental; the main body of in- 
struction was oral, and traditional. 


And In the opening of the second 


century, the so-culled Apostolic Fath- 
ers, give us many quotations in their 
writings,.from our Lord's words, which 
are not found in the Gospels. Paul 
himself quotes from tradition, or from 
some written source unknown to us, 
when he says: "Tiemember the words

In his letter to the church at Coilosse, 
rnul says in closing: "And when this 
epistle "hath been read 'among you,, 
cause.that it be read also to the church 
of the Laodiceans; and that ye read 
also tbe epistle from Laodicea." (Coh 
4:10). Doubtless the injunction was 
obeyed, and the epistle to the Laodi- 
ceans was read by the church at Col- 
ossc; but it never was by us. It was 
preserved in the manuscript of Hie 
Vulgate, in the \Vnst. into the Middle 
Ages, hut failed to find the permanency 
if its sister letter to the -Colossians. 
Like others of'St. Paul's letters it is 
ost to the world, though doubtless as 
:ruly inspired as those that survived, 
tn 1 Cor. H:9. 1'aul- incidentally refers 
:o another letter 'which hn had writ- 
.en to that church, as ho does also in 
2 Cor. 7:S,—making three epistles in 
nil to the Corinthians, of which we 
jave but two. Also in Thilipians 3:1, 
lie refers to a -former letter he 
had 


written that church, which is now un- 
cnown. Let us be the more lhankful 
[or what has been preserved to our 
time and peruse and practice them the 
more diligently for that reason.

OST countries had the right of sanctuary, briefly 1hat. a

In the course .of time as irrcligion was horn of the filing they 


call modern civilization and progress, Ihe right oC sanctuary fell 
into disuse. There arose, however, by common consent, sustained 
by. law, another right embraced in the declaration, that every 


• mail's home is his castle, which interpreted means lie had a right 


to defend even to death the invasion of his domicile by force or 
unlawfully. 


That was a right, just and holy, that withstood all assnulis 


. until the idea of making men gooil by statute took such deep 


root anil became altogether too common in practice. So it. came 
about that it was.enacted by congress and various states that a 
.man's home was no longer his castle and whenever there was 
flimsy suspicion or grudge against him, lii.s home might be in- 
vaded without process and without formality. 


There arc thousands whore this has actually 
been done, 


but no less an authority than the supreme court of the United 


• States says it must stop. This august and wise tribunal snys a 


man's home is his castle and must always he, unless the con- 
stitution of these United States is radical!;, cluuiged ;ig:iin. In- 
deed, so indignantly does it. reprobate this statutory attempt to 
violate the sanctity of homo ih.-it. i1 decreed where a man was con- 
victed on a search and seizure, without process, thai, lie shall gn 
acquit and the evidence gathered against him shall be returned 
to the pb.ee from which it was taken. 


That is good and .safe doctrine. It docs not. lame ihe law and 


paralyze its enforcement., it but sets bars against it becoming an 
engine of persecution.
